Stockholders of the Hamlin 
Memorial Hospital Association 
in a meeting here Sunday af­ 
ternoon cleared the way for the 
Hamlin Memorial Hospital to 
remain open beyond the Jan. I 
deadline as announced earlier 
by the three doctors who have 
beer, operating the hospital. 
The three doctors, Dr. E. J. 
Hawkins. Dr. M. L. Smith and 
Dr. E. D. Perrin, announced in 
September that the hospital 
would close Jan. ] unless some 
other arrangements were made 
in operating the hospital. At 
that time they sought taxpayer 
support for the hospital or some 
other method of operating it as 
they felt that they could no 
longer operate the hospital as 
they had in the past because of 
Medicare restrictions. 
With about 125 people on hand 
for the meeting here Sunday 
an other 150 or so represented 
by proxy, the stockholders 
voted to offer a 10-year lease on 
the hospital with an option of 
another IO years that would 
permi* the doctors to sub-lease 
the hospital to a third party. 
Through their advisor on 
Medicare problems, Albert 
Smith, administrator for West 
Texas 
Medical 
Center 
in 


Abilene, the doctors have been 
told that the best solution to 
their problem is to move their 
clinic out of the hospital and 
turn the operation of the 
hospital over to a third party. 
At the meeting Smith said, 
"... I’ve told the doctors all 
along that under present law

"There is not one way these 
doctors can make a cent even if 
they operate the hospital for 40 
years,” Smith said. 
In negotiations between the 
board of directors and the 
doctors during the past months 
the doctors submitted a list of 
actions that the stockholders 
would have to take if the 
hospital was to remain open and 
the 
stockholders 
voted 
unanimously for all of the 
proposals. 
Among the actions taken by 
the stockholders were: 
1. A 10-year lease, with 
another 10-year option, on the 
present hospital building with 
the right to sub-lease the 
facility. The doctors will pay the 
Association $10 per month, per 
bed, lease, pay for normal 
upkeep and pay all taxes and 
insurance. The lease may be 
terminated at any time if 
certification problems arise 
that would make the facilities 
impractical to use as a hops!tai. 
2. A 99-year lease on the land 
just north of the hospital for the 
doctors to build a clinic chi. The 
doctors will pay $1 per year for

4. Adopted a new set of by­

W eaver m ade 7f> ad ­ 
ditional ornam ents this year in 
sm a ller graduating sizes to fit 
the scroll lim bs T here are 154 
ornam ents on the tree 
She is already looking toward 
next year when she plans to add 
m ore elab orate trim m ings to 
the present ornam ents 
Mr 
W eaver used IOO feet of 


one fourth inch reinforcing steel 
for lim bs of the tree. The base 
is a one way disc to w hich a ', 
inch section of pipe is welded. 
Another section of 'a inch pipe 
hu m s the center section and 
then the top of the tree is made 
ol 
inch pipe. To the “trunk" 
is w elded eight two inch lengths 
of 'n inch pipe for each tier to 
bold the lim Ks. The cu rves of 
‘he lim bs w ere bent by hand and 
then w elded together. 


The first C hristm as ball that 
Mrs W eaver m ade was made 
with pearl corsage pins. The 
styrofoam ball is completely 
covered with jew els. This is the 
heaviest of her collection and 
w e ig h s a p p r o x im a te ly three 
pounds 
She u ses old jewelry, 
beads, sequins, jew els, braid, 
ribbon and other decorations in 
m aking 
the 
ornam ents. The 
lu st ones w ere covered with 
v e lv e t

Have Roots 


In History 


The star that you hang on 
the tip of your tree . . . the 
mistletoe that Janie fastens 
hopefully at the doorway, 
these and other symbols of 
Christmas have reasons for 
being. 
Legends about the Christ­ 
mas tree abound. The Dru­ 
ids are said to have wor­ 
shipped trees for them­ 
selves thousands of years 
ago. Gradually the tree took 
its rightful place among the 
symbols of worship. 
In Scandinavia the people 
once idolized trees. When 
they became Christians 
they made trees part of 
Christmas festivities. 


Another legend holds 
that the first Christmas 
tree was seen in a vision ex­ 
perienced by an English 
missionary named Winfrid. 
Later he was called Boni­ 
face. It happened about 
1,200 years ago when he was 
going through northern 
Germany. One day he stum­ 
bled on a group of non-be­ 
lievers huddled at an oak 
tree. They were preparing 
to sacrifice a little prince, 
Asulf, to the god Thor. 


Winfrid stopped the cere­ 
mony and chopped down the 
oak. As the tree fell, a 
young fir tree appeared. 
Winfrid interpreted this as 
the tree of life, saying it 
represented Christ. 
The custom of decorating 
homes with green branches 
actually harks back to the 
days before Christ’s birth. 
Romans exchanged tree 
branches for good luck at 
the start of January. The 
English copied the custom, 
associating it with Christ­ 
mas. An old English rhyme 
explained it this way: 
“ Holly and ivy, box and 
bay, put in the church on 
Christmas Day.”

St. Nicholas, the Bishop 
of Myra, born in the fifth 
century in Patara, Turkey, 
was a living legend during 
his lifetime because of his 
love of people and his char­ 
ities. 
Nicknamed fondly Noel 
Baba, he was known as the 
saint of virgins, for helping 
poor and unmarried girls to 
secure dowries for mar­ 
riage. 
He was also the favorite 
of seamen. Even pirates re­ 
spected him because of his 
uncanny sixth sense about 
weather. 
His bones, believed to 
have curative powers, were 
stolen from his tomb here 
and carried to Bari, Italy, 
1087, where they still rest. 
Why is St. Nicholas asso­ 
ciated with Christmas? 
Festivities of St. Nicho­ 
las Day, which falls on Dec. 
6, used to extend until 
Christmas time, and were 
so popular that finally the 
two were incorporated into 
one — making St. Nicholas 


Like all the stories about 
Francis of Assisi, the fol­ 
lowing story bears record 
of his faithful conformity to 
the example of humility and 
poverty personified in his 
Lord, Jesus Christ. 


Long ago, in the 13th cen­ 
tury when Francis went a- 
bout doing his good deeds 
in a dark world, he and a 
few of his companions were 
celebrating the festival of 
C hristm as in the fria rs’ 
lodging at Rieti. Some of 
the monks thought it fitting, 
because of the presence of a 
high ecclesiastic, to lay out 
a ta b le “a bit special,’’and 
set out a table with white 
linen and glassware. 


When Francis saw the 
elegance of the table he 
called one of the monks and 
told him to tell the friars 
not to wait for him if he 
should not come promptly 
at mealtime. 
When the friars had got 
midway into the feast there 
was a knock on the door. 
Francis entered, leaning 
heavily on a beggar’s staff 
and advancing meekly as 
a pauper. In a beseeching 


the symbol of Christmas. 
The St. Nicholas Festival 
found its way into the Unit­ 
ed States with Dutch emi­ 
grants and St. Nicholas’ 
name gradually became 
Santa Claus. 
No Christmas services 
are held in the Church of 
St. Nicholas in downtown 
Demre (ancient Myra) be­ 
cause there are no priests 
or any Christians here now. 
The church, with a gend­ 
arme station 
and trees 
blocking its view from the 
street, has now been com­ 
pletely restored by the Mos­ 
lem Turks. 
The interior is lighted 
through glass-covered arch­ 
ed windows behind the al­ 
tar. Mosaics on the floor of 
the 48 by 24-foot nave and 
frescoes of saints on the 
walls inside the church and 
the courtyard are still 
visible. 
In one of the two side 
aisles of the church is the 
sarcophagus of Santa Claus, 
with a m arble cover on 
which two reclining figures 
have been carved — that of 
an adult, perhaps St. Nicho­ 
las, and a child.

“When I saw the table 
worshipfully and sumptu­ 
ously laid out, I thought 
within myself it was not the 
table of poor men of God 
who daily go from door to 
door for alms. For it be­ 
comes us, dearest, more 
than other men, to follow 
the example of the humility 
and poverty of Christ, be­ 
cause we are professed and 
called to this before God 
and men. 


Dear brothers, the feasts 
of the Lord and of the holy 
men of God are rather hon­ 
ored with the want and pov­ 
erty by which those godly 
men conquered heaven for 
themselves than with the 
elegance and superfluity by 
which they are far removed 
from heaven.”

the musical 


tradition of 


Christmas 


The musical tradition of 
Christmas is believed to 
have begun in 129, when 
Telesphorus, Bishop of 
Rome, decreed that “ in the 
holy night of the Nativity of 
our Lord and Savior, (all) 
do celebrate public church 
services and in them sol­ 
emnly sing the Angel’s 
Hymn. . . ” 


Since then, lite ra lly 
thousands of carols have 
been written by such as Sir 
Walter Raleigh, Martin Lu­ 
ther, Johannes Brahms, 
Francis Scott Key, Henry 
Wadsworth Longfellow and 
Pope Pius IX. 
But C h ristm as songs 
weren’t called carols until 
well into the 13th Century, 
because, during most of the 
Middle Ages, priests and 
monks did all the singing 
inside the churches. 


The people were only al­ 
lowed to sing and dance out­ 
side, making up words and 
tunes about the birth of 
Christ. The French word 
“ carole” and the Italian 
“ carola” both mean a ring 
dance accom panied by 
singing, and from this 
comes our word carol. 


The first American 
Christmas carol was writ­ 
ten by a French Jesuit mis­ 
sionary named John de Bre- 
beuf. He composed a song 
called “ Jesus Is Born” for 
the Huron Indians with 
whom he worked in the 
early 1640 s.

Ruby Moore, o ffice manager 


face of a 19th century 


handyman inspire one 


of most famous poems? 


“ . . . His eyes, how they 
twinkled! 
His dimples, how merry! 
His cheeks were like roses, 
his nose like a cherry! 
His droll little mouth was 
drawn 
up like a bow, and the 
beard of 
his chin was as white as 
the snow . . . ” 
From a fam ous poem , 
probably one of the most 
cherished and well remem­ 
bered in all of the English 
language. 
Written almost 150 years 
ago by C le m e n t C lark 
Moore, this poem helped 
create one of the great le­ 
gendary figures of all time, 
the ‘ plump and jolly old 
e lf,” Santa Claus (who up to 
that time was depicted as 
rather a gaunt and somber 
St. Nicholas whose living 
prototype had been an ob­ 
scu re e c c le s ia s tic of the 
Fourth Century). 
There is no substantiated 
version of how Dr. Moore 
got his idea for this image, 
so different from most of 
those prevailing. 
The actual image of San­ 
ta Claus, or St. Nicholas as 
M oore called him in the 
first version, m ay have 
come from the moon-silhou­ 
etted face of his handyman. 
Legend holds that it was 
on a sleigh ride over the 
now p a ck ed New Y o rk 
streets of 1822 as he and his 
handym an, P e te r, went 
from the estate to Green­ 
wich V illage to deliver 
Christmas presents. 


The famous lines were 
set down by M oore at a 
writing desk in his home 
located on a 90-acre tract 
in a New York City area 
still known as C helsea, 
down on the lower West 
Side where the wholesale 
flower market now stands. 


At the time, Moore was a 
professor of Oriental lan­ 
guages in the General Theo­ 
logical Seminary in New 
York. 


According to tradition, 
Moore read the poem to his 
children that Christmas 
Eve, although it seems 
more likely that the chil­ 
dren were already in bed by 
the time he finished writing 
the poem. He probably read 
it the next day — Christmas 
Day, 1822. 
But whenever he read it, 
the poem was an immediate 
success — not only with his 
own children, but with oth­ 
ers. 


Moore’s ‘‘The Night Be­ 
fore C hristm as” earned 
him 
lastin g 
fam e. 
It 
eclipsed his important work 
in linguistic scholarship and 
it is fitting therefore that 
the famed ballad has now 
been translated into more 
than 50 languages. 


Holiday Moon 
A waxing moon is more 
favorable at Christm as 
than a waning one, accord­ 
ing to an old Scottish folk 
belief. 


Portugal and Spain re ­ 
portedly was the path taken 
by the Kings. Here on the 
route of the Magi the Wise 
Men are of particular im­ 
portance in the Andalusian 
countries. 
Sidewalk shops and ki­ 
osks offer reproductions for 
sale in glittering array — 
some of carved wood, some 
of papier-mache or pottery. 
Today, more sophisti­ 
cated Americans emulate 
these old-world craftsmen. 
They make Wise Men, using 
cans and plastic foam heads 
embellished with bright and 
ingenious decorations. 


Custom decrees that the 
Magi be met on Epiphany 
Eve at the edge of town. In 
Portugal, young and old go 
out that night, carrying a 
variety of food for men and 
animals. This colorful cara­ 
van also offers presents 
such as artfully arranged 
bouquets of dried flowers, 
grasses, and feathers, and 
splendid metallic palmet- 


tos bound with beads or 
mirrors at their centers. 


But alas for the welcom­ 
ing committee, the Magi 
always seem to slip into 
town by another road. When 
the disappointed children 
have eaten the goodies and 
returned, they are com ­ 
forted by finding the Wise 
Men assembled in the vil­ 
lage church.

Dimension to Decorations 


A new dimension bas bee*', 
added to the ornate Ct.vistmas 
decorations that till the home of 
Mr. and Mrs. Noel Weaver. 
An "iron" Christmas tree, 
designed 
and 
built 
by 
Mr. 
Weaver, was made especially to 
hold the beautifully decorated 
but 
heavy Ch ri ast rn as 
balls 
made by Mrs Weaver. 
Mrs Weaver started making 
the heavily jeweled Christmas 
balls some eight years ago and 
has consistently added to her 
collection. 
"Last year,” she said, “the 
weight of the decorations pulled 
the 
lim bs 
of 
the 
natural 
Christmas tree down ” The idea 
for the iron tree was born last 
year and was finished in early 
December tor use this year. 
Mrs 
Weaver made 7f> ad ­ 
ditional ornaments this year in 
smaller graduating sizes to fit 
the scroll limbs There are 154 
ornaments on the tree 
She is already looking toward 
next year when she plans to add 
more elaborate trimmings to 
the present ornaments 
Mr Weaver used IGO feet of 


one fourth inch reinforcing steel 
tor limbs of the tree. The base 
is a one-way disc to which a 
inch section of pipe is welded. 
Another section of u inch pipe 
forms the center section and 
then the top of the tree is made 
of •* inch pipe. To the “trunk” 
is welded eight two inch lengths 
of 1 v inch pipe for each tier to 
hold the linacs. The curves of 
'he limbs were bent by hand and 
then welded together. 
The first Christmas ball that 
Mrs Weaver made was made 
with pearl corsage pins. The 
styrofoam ball is completely 
covered with jewels. This is the 
heaviest of her collection and 
weighs app ro x im ately three 
pounds She uses old jewelry, 
beads, sequins, jewels, braid, 
ribbon and other decorations in 
making the ornaments. The

Have Roots 


In History 


The star that you hang on 
the tip of your tree . . . the 
mistletoe that Janie fastens 
hopefully at the doorway, 
these and other symbols of 
Christmas have reasons for 
being.

The Dru­ 
ids are said to have wor­ 
shipped trees for them­ 
selves thousands of years 
ago.

Another legend holds 
that the first Christmas 
tree was seen in a vision ex­ 
perienced by an English 
missionary named Winfrid. 
Later he was called Boni­ 
face. It happened about 
1,200 years ago when he was 
going through northern 
Germany. One day he stum­ 
bled on a group of non-be­ 
lievers huddled at an oak 
tree. They were preparing 
to sacrifice a little prince, 
Asulf, to the god Thor. 


Winfrid stopped the cere­ 
mony and chopped down the 
oak. As the tree fell, a 
young fir tree appeared. 
Winfrid interpreted this as 
the tree of life, saying it 
represented Christ. 
The custom of decorating 
homes with green branches 
actually harks back to the 
days before Christ’s birth. 
Romans exchanged tree 
branches for good luck at 
the start of January. The 
English copied the custom, 
associating it with Christ­ 
mas. An old English rhyme 
explained it this way: 
“ Holly and ivy, box and 
bay, put in the church on 
Christmas Day.”

St. Nicholas, the Bishop 
of Myra, born in the fifth 
century in Patara, Turkey, 
was a living legend during 
his lifetime because of his 
love of people and his char­ 
ities. 
Nicknamed fondly Noel 
Baba, he was known as the 
saint of virgins, for helping 
poor and unmarried girls to 
secure dowries for m ar­ 
riage. 
He was also the favorite 
of seamen. Even pirates re­ 
spected him because of his 
uncanny sixth sense about 
weather. 
His bones, believed to 
have curative powers, were 
stolen from his tomb here 
and carried to Bari, Italy, 
1087, where they still rest. 
Why is St. Nicholas asso­ 
ciated with Christmas9 
Festivities of St. Nicho­ 
las Day, which falls on Dec. 
6, 
used to extend until 
Christmas time, and were 
so popular that finally the 
two were incorporated into 
one — making St. Nicholas 


Like all the stories about 
Francis of Assisi, the fol­ 
lowing story bears record 
of his faithful conformity to 
the example of humility and 
poverty personified in his 
Lord, Jesus Christ. 


Long ago, in the 13th cen­ 
tury when Francis went a- 
bout doing his good deeds 
in a dark world, he and a 
few of his companions were 
celebrating the festival of 
C hristm as in the fria rs ’ 
lodging at Rieti. Some of 
the monks thought it fitting, 
because of the presence of a 
high ecclesiastic, to lay out 
a ta b le “ a bit special,’’and 
set out a table with white 
linen and glassware. 


When Francis saw the 
elegance of the table he 
called one of the monks and 
told him to tell the friars 
not to wait for him if he 
should not come promptly 
at mealtime. 


When the friars had got 
midway into the feast there 
was a knock on the door. 
Francis entered, leaning 
heavily on a beggar’s staff 
and advancing meekly as 
a pauper. In a beseeching 


the symbol of Christmas. 
The St. Nicholas Festival 
found its way into the Unit­ 
ed States with Dutch emi­ 
grants and St. Nicholas' 
name gradually became 
Santa Claus. 
No Christmas 
services 
are held in the Church of 
St. Nicholas in downtown 
Demre (ancient Myra) be­ 
cause there are no priests 
or any Christians here now. 
The church, with a gend­ 
arme 
station 
and 
trees 
blocking its view from the 
street, has now been com­ 
pletely restored by the Mos­ 
lem Turks. 
The interior is lighted 
through glass-covered arch­ 
ed windows behind the al­ 
tar. Mosaics on the floor of 
the 48 by 24-foot nave and 
frescoes of saints on the 
walls inside the church and 
the courtyard are still 
visible. 
In one of the two side 
aisles of the church is the 
sarcophagus of Santa Claus, 
writh a m arble cover on 
which two reclining figures 
have been carved — that of 
an adult, perhaps St. Nicho­ 
las, and a child.

voice he called out, “ For 
the love of the Lord God, 
give alms to this poor, in­ 
firm pilgrim!”

Francis at last spoke; 


“ When I saw the table 
worshipfully and sumptu­ 
ously laid out, I thought 
within myself it was not the 
table of poor men of God 
who daily go from door to 
door for alms. For it be­ 
comes us, dearest, more 
than other men, to follow 
the example of the humility 
and poverty of Christ, be­ 
cause we are professed and 
called to this before God 
and men. 


Dear brothers, the feasts 
of the Lord and of the holy 
men of God are rather hon­ 
ored with the want and pov­ 
erty by which those godly 
men conquered heaven for 
themselves than with the 
elegance and superfluity by 
which they are far removed 
from heaven.” 
F r a n c i s spoke th e se 
words with a gentle voice, 
without the edge of reproof 
and reproach 
No wonder men and wo­ 
men from all walks of life 
were compelled to believe 
in the love of God because 
they saw it witnessed daily 
in the life of this little man 
of God!

Christmas 


The musical tradition of 
Christmas is believed to 
have begun in 129, when 
Telesphorus, 
Bishop of 
Rome, decreed that “in the 
holy night of the Nativity of 
our Lord and Savior, (all) 
do celebrate public church 
services and in them sol­ 
em nly sing the A ngel’s 
H y m n . . . ” 


Si nce then, l i t e r a l l y 
thousands of carols have 
been written by such as Sir 
Walter Raleigh, Martin Lu­ 
ther, Johannes Brahm s, 
Francis Scott Key, Henry 
Wadsworth Longfellow and 
Pope Pius IX 
But Ch r i s tm a s songs 
weren’t called carols until 
well into the 13th Century, 
because, during most of the 
Middle Ages, priests and 
monks did all the singing 
inside the churches. 


The people were only al­ 
lowed to sing and dance out­ 
side, making up words and 
tunes about the birth of 
Christ. The French word 
“carole” and the Italian 
“carola” both mean a ring 
danc e a c c o m p a n i e d by 
singing, and from this 
comes our word carol. 


The 
fir st 
Am e r i c a n 
Christmas carol was writ­ 
ten by a French Jesuit m is­ 
sionary named John de Bre- 
beuf. He composed a song 
called “Jesus Is Born” for 
the Huron Indians with 
whom he worked in the 
early 1640 s.

of most famous poems?

“ . . . His eyes, how they 
twinkled! 
His dimples, how merry! 
His cheeks were like roses, 
his nose like a cherry! 
His droll little mouth was 
drawn 
up like a bow. and the 
beard of 
his chin was as white as 
the snow . . .” 
From a fam ous poem, 
probably one of the most 
cherished and well remem­ 
bered in all of the English 
language. 
Written almost 150 years 
ago by C lem en t C lark 
Moore, this poem helped 
create one of the great le­ 
gendary figures of all time, 
the “ plump and jolly old 
elf,” Santa Claus (who up to 
that time was depicted as 
rather a gaunt and somber 
St. Nicholas whose living 
prototype had been an ob­ 
scure e c c le sia stic of the 
Fourth Century). 
There is no substantiated 
version of how Dr. Moore 
got his id* a for this image, 
so different from most of 
those prevailing. 
The actual image of San­ 
ta Claus, or St. Nicholas as 
Moore called him in the 
first version, may have 
come from the moon-silhou­ 
etted face of his handyman. 
Legend holds that it was 
on a sleigh ride over the 
now p a c k e d New Y o rk 
streets of 1822 as he and his 
handyman, P eter, went 
from the estate to Green­ 
wich Village to deliver 
Christmas presents. 


The famous lines were 
set down by Moore at a 
writing desk in his home 
located on a 90-acre tract 
in a New York City area 
still known as Chelsea, 
down on the lower West 
Side where the wholesale 
flower market now stands. 


At the time. Moore was a 
professor of Oriental lan­ 
guages in the General Theo­ 
logical Seminary in New 
York. 


According to tradition, 
Moore read the poem to his 
children that Christmas 
Eve, although it seems 
more likely that the chil­ 
dren were already in bed by 
the time he finished writing 
the poem. He probably read 
it the next day — Christmas 
Day, 1822. 
But whenever he read it, 
the poem was an immediate 
success — not only with his 
own children, but with oth­ 
ers. 


Moore’s “ The Night Be­ 
fore Christm as” earned 
him lastin g fam e. It 
eclipsed his important work 
in linguistic scholarship and 
it is fitting therefore that 
the famed ballad has now 
been translated into more 
than 50 languages. 


Holiday Moon 


A waxing moon is more 
favorable at Christmas 
than a waning one, accord­ 
ing to an old Scottish folk 
belief. 


Portugal and Spain re­ 
portedly was the path taken 
by the Kings. Here on the 
route of the Magi the Wise 
Men are of particular im­ 
portance in the Andalusian 
countries. 
Sidewalk shops and ki­ 
osks offer reproductions for 
sale in glittering array — 
some of carved wood, some 
of papier-mache or pottery. 
Today, more sophisti­ 
cated Americans emulate 
these old-world craftsmen. 
They make Wise Men, using 
cans and plastic foam heads 
embellished with bright and 
ingenious decorations. 


Custom decrees that the 
Magi be met on Epiphany 
Eve at the edge of town. In 
Portugal, young and old go 
out that night, carrying a 
variety of food for men and 
animals. This colorful cara­ 
van also offers presents 
such as artfully arranged 
bouquets of dried flowers, 
grasses, and feathers, and 
splendid metallic palmet- 


tos bound with beads or 
mirrors at their centers. 


But alas for the welcom­ 
ing committee, the Magi 
always seem to slip into 
town by another road. When 
the disappointed children 
have eaten the goodies and 
returned, they are com­ 
forted by finding the Wise 
Men assembled in the vil­ 
lage church. Then they pa­ 
rade in with their wonderful 
gifts for the wily Kings. 
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New Year White 


Marco Polo, traveling 
through the land of the 
Great Khan, found that the 
Khan and all his subjects, 
by tradition, wore white 
robes at New Year’s, which 
they celebrated in Febru­ 
ary. The white robes they 
considered a good omen to 
bring them luck and hap­ 
piness. The subjects pre­ 
sented jewels to their ruler 
so that he might know abun­ 
dance throughout the year.
